The thirteonth annant general meeting 
of monbera of the Institution of Engineers 
and 8hiphuildera of Hongkong wag hold in 
the Rooms, No. 3 Dea Vooux Road, Cen- 
tral, on Saturday evening, Mr.D, Mac. 
donald, the President, was in the chair, 
and there wero alo present : Messrs W. 0, 
Jack (Vico-Prosidont); K.0, Murphy, H..

Tho President said—Gentlemen, Tho 
annual report and statement’ of accounta

TInstitition, the time ix not far diatant when 
the question of windfag up the Company will 
have to be asriously considered ; fur the 
Tuatitution «t the present time is not aelf- 
supporting. The Palaneo (which I seo the 
printor has kindly put in large lcttors) is 
aightly mislonling ux this balance is only 
atgained after adding $593.00 subscribed 
for the now billiard table and about 8400.00 
from the Dance account, without which wo 
shonhl have leon about $700.00 to the bad, 
and T aw sure none of the members wish 
thix Institution to be ran on charity, The 
Kngineera and Shipbuilders of this Colony 
aro woll ably te maintain an Institution wor- 
thy of the trades from which it tukes ita 
nave, bul if they deeling to support such 
an (natitution then there is nothing to 
be done but bow to the inevitable 
and shot up, Speaking for myself Ishould 
he vary sorry indeed if we are forced to 
close -bocnuse it would be u sign. that we 
Knginecrs and Shipbuilders in Hongkong 
are Jagging behind, while kindred institutes 
all over the world nre flourishing and forging 
ahead. Some members I am told, com- 
plain that they ilo not derive any benefit 
from the Institute, or at any rate not 
suflicient for the $2.50 subscribed por 
month—well, that I should esy’is the fault 
of the membor, for you only require to walk 
into tho rosding raom and laok at the 
collection of papers and magazines and the 
splendid referonce library to convines you 
that the member who ja incapable nf taking 
$2.00 worth out of that room in the sume 
number of hows must bo wanting in those 
qualifications which are requisite in every 
Engineorand Shipbuitder, Before closing my 
remarks T would draw thoattention of mem- 
bers to the classes which havo lately been 
atarted under the direction of Mr W. H. 
Williams for inatruction in Practical 
Mathemntics and Mechanics, and with thia 
Institution in a flourishing condition there 
in no reason why these classes should not 
he arranged so that, every member who 
wished ta dono, might take part in thei. 
and this is only one of the many benofits 
that inembers might derive from the Ins 
stitute if they would support it in a whole. 
hearted and genuine manner. Before 


moving the adoption of the report I shall 
he pleasod ta answer any questions or give 
any information within my power, 

Replying to Mr Murphy, tho hon. tren-

The ymosting then proceeded to discuss 
the question of admitting marine officora 
and gentlemen connected with shipping an 
associate members of tho Tustitution. 

Mr Jack mentioned that tho committee 
had alrendy discussed the matter, and 
agreed it would be best to fear tha views 
of members regarding the proposal.
